Congress today to allocate $25.3 million for flood control 
and navigation projects in Indiana, with $23.7 million 
earm arked for new construction work during fiscal 1976. 
The budget request included $7.8 million for navigation 
construction at the Newburgh Locks and Dam (with 
Kentucky) and $5.5 million for flood control construction 
at Patoka Lake. All but $500,000 of the Patoka Lake 
construction would be financed with funds deferred from 
1975, however. 
Other construction requests in the fiscal 1976 Army 
Corps of Engineers budget included $950,000 for Big Pine 
Lake flood control; $2.6 million for flood control at 
Brookville Lake; $620,000 for navigation at Cannelton 
Locks and Dam (with Kentucky); $1.85 million for flood 
control at Evansville; $200,000 for flood control at Island 
Levee; $300,000 for flood control at Levee Unit No. 5; $1 
million for flood control at the pumping facilities of the 
Mason J. Niblack Levee; and $2.8 million for navigation 
at Uniontown Locks and Dam (with Kentucky). 
The budget also contained a request for two advance 
engineering and design projects — $300,000 for flood 
control at Big Walnut Lake and $150,000 for flood control 
at Big Blue Lake. 
In addition, the budget requested general investigation 
expenditures of $35,000 for flood control at Columbus, 
$43,000 for flood control in the Fort Wayne Metropolitan 
area, $80,000 for Indiana shoreline erosion on Lake 
Michigan, $100,000 for a comprehensive study of the 
Wabash River Basin authorization report (with Illinois) 
and $225,000 for Wabash River navigation (with Illinois).

American Only Survivor In 
Philippines Airline Crash

MANILA (UPI) — A Philip 
pine Air Lines prop jet caught 
fire on takeoff, attempted an 
emergency landing but crashed 
and exploded in a rice field 
today, killing 31 of the 32 
persons 
aboard, 
an 
airline 
spokesman said. 
Roger Douglas Collins, a 51- 
year-old 
American, 
crawled 
from 
the burning 
wreckage 
with his clothes on fire. 
“Help me! Help me! 
My 
legs! My legs!’’ he screamed 
UPI 
photographer 
Willie 
Vicoy 
said 
rescue 
workers 
rolled Collins in a dry rice 
paddy to douse the flames. He 
was 
taken 
to 
Las 
Pinas 
hospital, where he was listed in 
critical condition. 
The Hawker-Siddley prop jet 
was bound for lligan city, about 
550 miles to the south, when its 
right engine caught fire just 
after 
takeoff 
at 
6 
am ., 
according to Elazio Adriano, 
vice president of the govern­ 
ment-owned airline. 
The pilot asked for permis­ 
sion to make an emergency 
landing, turned back toward the 
airport, but crash-landed in a 
dry rice field three miles short 
of 
the 
runway. 
The 
pilot 
managed to steer the plane just 
clear of a housing development. 
Collins, who yelled that he 
was from several Texas cities, 
including Houston and Galves­ 
ton, and one other American, 
Michael Hudson, were the only 
foreigners among 27 passengers 
aboard 
the 
plane, 
a 
PAL 
spokesman said. Also aboard 
were four crewmen and a sky 
marshal. 
“The plane was flying low, 
and it looked like the right wing 
was already in flames,’’ said 
Police Sgt. Servando Lozada 
“Then it went down and flipped 
on its right side and exploded.” 
Two hours after the crash, 
charred bodies covered with 
newspapers were strewn gro­ 
tesquely 
on 
the 
ricefield. 
Firemen and other rescuers 
tried to pry the tail from the ( 


fuselage, where they teared 
other victims were trapped. 


Bits 
of 
twisted 
wreckage 
smoldered, and one circular 
metal frame of the fuselage 
was sheared clean 
It looked 
like a gigantic ring standing on 
the ground. 
Pedro Sarmiento, 48, caretak­ 


er of the Airmen’s Village, a 
private housing project, saw 
the flaming plane dive just over 
hundreds of homes in a housing 
development and crash into the 
field. 
“I thought the plane was 
coming straight at us, and I 
said to myself, oh my God!” he 
said. 


“ If that airplane had just 
veered a few meters to the left 
or right, we would have had it 
too.” 


The crash was the second 
worst in Philippine history. In

of Manila, killing 45 persons.

Still Learning About the Moon

HOUSTON 
(UPI) 
— 
The 
curator of lunar rocks returned 
to Earth by the six Apollo moon 
landing flights believes it will 
take 
scientists 
hundreds 
of 
years 
to 
analyze 
all 
the 
samples. 
That is because the geolo­ 
gists, physicists and chemists 
doing the work are improving 
their techniques to study the 
rocks faster than 
they 
can 
actually perform the laboratory 
work, said Dr. Michael Duke. 
The researchers are able to use 
much smaller specimens to find 
out more information. 
“ By improving analysis tech­ 
niques 
and 
defining 
more 
subsamples, we can ^actually 
look at more material without 
going back to the moon for 
m ore,” 
Duke 
said 
in 
an 
interview at the Johnson Space 
Center. “Where it took scien­ 
tists a sample size of a gram it 
may be possible now to do the 
same analysis on 100th of a 
gram .” 
He said work at the space 
center and by scientists around 
the world already has broken 
down the 854 pounds of lunar 
dust 
and 
rocks 
into 
36,000 
subsamples. 
“We started with approxi­ 
mately 2,000 samples, including 
the Apollo 17 material, identi­ 
fied and distinguished,” Duke 
said. “The subsample group is 
growing at the rate of several 
hundred a month. 


“That’s just pieces of original 
samples but it is technically 
increasing 
the 
number 
of 
samples.” 
Duke said about 25 per cent 
of the different samples have 
been closely analyzed to cha­ 
racterize the chemistry, age 
and classification of the rocks 


and soil. By weight, he said, 
nearly 75 per cent have been 
characterized because the larg­ 
est of samples were done first. 
“You can do hundreds of 
different types of analyses on a 
given rock,” he said, “but only 
a few of the analyses serve to 
give you a basic characteristic 
or description of the sample 
that will be useful to others.” 
He said scientists will slowly 
use 
more 
of 
the 
precious 
samples, but at the rate it’s 
going it would take hundreds of 
years to analyze it all. 
“I can’t predict any time 
when analysis of samples will 
go more rapidly than their 
capability to do the work,” 
Duke said.” 
Duke said most of the recent 
work has been on the top layers 
of dust on the moon which the 
astronauts sampled by scooping 
up the soil and by sticking a 
hollow tube into the surface and 
plugging the ends to preserve 
the different layers. 
He said 
the surface soil, 
called regolith, was believed to 
be worked up and moved fairly 
often, but the cores in the tubes 
tend to dispel that. 
“ It seems the layers are laid 
down in tenths of a centimeter 
thick, exposed on the lunar 
surface for hundreds of millions 
of years and later covered by 
new layers,” he said. “There is 
evidence of some soil layers 
deposited originally about a 
billion years ago.” 
He said those layers were 
about twice as old as previously 
thought. Scientists have shown 
the moon is older than four 
billion years, but exact dating 
has varied. 
“We’re learning more about the 
moon 
itself 
in 
terms 
of 
identifying various moon rocks 
that exist in different areas 
than where we landed,” he

The First President to Talk of 
Immoral War

President Ford has told us 
what perhaps no other chief 
executive has said—a country 
might have to start a war that 
is morally wrong. 
Leaders summon up talk of 
going to war only in all manner 
of righteousness. 
Not plain-speaking Gerald R. 
Ford. 
In 
recent 
weeks 
he 
and 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger had been answering 
reporters’ 
questions 
on 
a 
“hypothetical” situation. Both 
said that in a life-or-death 
situation, if the United States 
was being strangled by a cutoff 
of foreign oil supplies. America 
would have to consider the use 
of military force against the oil- 
supplying nations. 
Things moved beyond that 
last 
Thursday 
in 
a 
Ford 
interview on NBC. The Presi­ 
dent had recited the “hypo­ 
thetical” when newsman John 
Chancellor then asked: 


“ Sir, when we talk about 
strangulation—and I hope we 
don’t talk about it any more 
tonight after this, and I do 
believe it is the hypothetical—I 
agree with you on that—what 
about the moral implications? 
If a country is being strangled 
by a country or another set of 
countries that own a natural 
resource, is it moral to go and 
take that? It is their oil, it is 
not ours. Isn’t that a trou­ 
blesome question?” 
Ford replied: 


“I think it is a troublesome 
question. It may not be right, 
John, but I think if you go back 
over the history of mankind, 
wars have been fought over 
natural resources from time 
immemorial. I would hope that 
in this decade or in this century 
and beyond we would not have 
to have wars for those purposes 
and 
we 
certainly 
are 
not 
contemplating any such action. 
But history in the years before 
us indicates quite clearly that 
that was one of the reasons 
why nations fought one ano­ 
th e r” 
__________________ 


Ford’s 
words 
show 
the 
pragmatism of his and Kissin­ 
ger’s view of world 
power 
politics. 
One perhaps has to look back 
centuries 
to 
the 
Children’s 
Crusade to find a war triggered 
purely for moral reasons. 
Modern wars started by such 
losers 
as 
Adolf Hitler 
and 
Japan are almost universally 
marked down as springing from 
the form er’s thirsty evil for the 
land, the resources and the 
manpower of Eastern Europe 
and 
the 
latter’s 
need 
for 
resources to feed an 
over­ 
populated island lacking enough 
raw material. 
Scratch morality. 
Even most American histori­ 
ans ascribe little morality to 
U.S. conquests in the Mexican 
War of 1848 (the Southwest 
being 
the 
prize) 
and 
the 
Spanish-American War 
(U.S. 
expansionist feelings). 
Of course, all countries tend 
to portray their warmaking as 
moral. Hitler said he was only 
defending Western civilization 
and undoing historical wrongs. 
Japan’s World War II leaders 
spoke of their Greater East 
Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere. 
Morality 
historically 
suits 
those warmaking states who 
are attacked. 
But, as the late Al Smith 
said, there is no respect for 
international law abounding in 
world politics.

impounded federal highway 
funds. 
When asked if Senator Birch 
Bayh had not proposed such 
action during last summer’s 
political campaign, Attorney 
General Theodore L. Sendak 
replied: ” 1 didn't make 
practice 
of 
following 
his 
speeches.” 
Bayh’s proposal had been 
rejected in July since the state 
administration was engaged in 
delicate but futile negotiations 
to obtain HOO million for the 
Cline Avenue project and $5 
million for another interstate 
addition. Other states were 
winning such suits, and it was a 
vain hope that such victories 
would help Indiana. 
Bowen said: “I was elected 
Governor of our five million 
citizens and our 3 million 
drivers buying gasoline. They 
are getting short changed on 
both ends, with Indiana 50th in 
the nation under the formula 
which Congress has allocated 
funds and 50th in the amount 
released after impoundment. I 
am very serious about the suit.” 
Congress established a “trust 
Fund,” financed by taxes on 
gasoline, tires, batteries and 
accessories. Money was to be 
returned to states for use in 
highway construction, under a 
formula devised by Congress. 
Indiana was tq receive 47 cents 
of every highway tax dollar sent 
to Washington, while Illinois 
receives 
79 cents; Kentucky 
some 70 cents; Michigan is 
allocated 65 cents and Ohio 
receives 57 cents. 
Under law, “trust” is the 
h i g h e s t 
r e l a t i o n s h i p , 
demanding a legal duty even 
above handling of personal 
funds. Woe be unto anyone 
violating a legal trust, unless 
they happen to be the Federal 
government. Over the years, the 
fund has increased and special 
interests eye the money with 
envy. Congress has violated the 
trust, invading the fund for 
federal aid to mass transit, 
permitting our highway in­ 
vestment 
to 
deteriorate. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
executive 
branch has failed to pass on all 
the funds allocated. 
As a result, Indiana actually 
receives only 41 cents out of 
every dollar sent to Washington 
for the special “trust.” Bowen 
has found out the “nice guy 
approach,” has not brought 
results. Missouri was the first 
state to sue over impounded 
highway funds, and won. Five 
other states have won similar 
suits, and 24 other states are in 
the process.

nation’s energy crisis and other 
problems that will arise in the 
next decade, according to the 
head of the Carnegie Institu­ 
tion. 
Dr. Philip H. Abelson, presi­ 
dent of the scientific research 
organization since 1971, said 
energy problems will agitate 
A m ericans for more than a 
decade before any meaningful 
sources other than oil and coal 
can be discovered. 
He 
said 
environmentalists 
and government bureaucracy 
have acted to impede scientific 
exploration that will develop 
energy 
resources 
that 
are 
alternatives to natural gas and 
oil. 
In 
the 
next 
decade, 
the 
energy crisis will be joined by 
crises of raw materials, popula­ 
tion and food, Abelson said, and 
the solutions to these problems 
are not immediately at hand 
either. 
It will be found, Abelson said, 
that a crucial component in 
meeting these problems is to 
utilize knowledge more effec­ 
tively. 
He 
said 
President 
Ford’s 
proposals to rely heavily on 
higher prices to curb energy 
consumption will provide only a 
short 
term 
answer because 
price increases for oil and 
electric power in the past year 
have dampened consumer de­ 
mand only slightly. 
He said, too, one of the chief 
problems facing government is 
the difficulty of convincing the 
public the energy crisis is real. 
Because the oil embargo was so 
brief, he said, Americans did 
not 
comprehend 
fully 
how 
important energy is to our 
existence and way of life and 
were not sufficiently motivated 
to take action needed to meet 
the long-range problems. 
“Today, what basically sets 
us apart from less fortunate 
people is the ability of the 
average individual to acquire 
and to use the equivalent of IO 
kilowatts of power,” he said. 
However, Abelson said, the 
United States is “coming to the 
end of a joyride based on 
petroleum.” The economy will 
be severely handicapped for the 
next five years by a decline in 
the nation’s ability to produce 
oil and natural gas, he said. 
The Carnegie president, a 
pioneer 
of 
atomic 
energy 
research, has spent more than 
a decade studying the processes 
by which oil is created in 
nature and various ways of 
extracting oil from shale. 
Solar and nuclear energy hold 
some promise of easing the 
problems in the future, Abelson 
said, “but for at least 15 years 
our economy and way of life 
will be crucially dependent on 
hydrocarbons, especially oil.” 
For the short run, he said, 
the United States must increase 
coal production and conversion 
of 
coal 
into 
oil. 
He 
also 
proposes increased extraction 
of oil from shale, but that will 
require guarantees that costly 
oil derived from shale will not 
be undercut 
by foreign 
oil 
producers. 
Abelson said scientific re­ 
search is fragmented and has 
been since 
President 
Nixon 
removed it from its priority 
position two years ago. 
“President Ford is now in 
closer contact with Dr. (H. 
Guyford) Stever, the science 
adviser, 
but 
the 
scientific 


community 
has 
reservations 
concerning the effectiveness of 
the present arrangem ent. It is 
hoped President Ford will find 
ways of better utilizing the 
enormous scientific and techno­ 
logical potentials of this coun­ 
try,” Abelson said.

The families all live in a 
place researchers prefer to call 
River City. It is a fictitious city 
that has all the marks of your

— 
poor 
housing, broken fam ilies, little 
m oney, and more 
than 
one 
trouble to a family. 
Researchers found, in fact, 
that six or more major troubles 
plague 71 of the 96 fam ilies 
studied. 
Dr. 
Bertram 
S. 
Brown, 
director of the Institute for 
M ental Health, said the study 
w as undertaken for this reason : 
“To contribute to a better 
understanding of the problem s 
faced 
by 
those 
who 
are 
disadvantaged and 
needy 
in 
m any aspects of their existen ­ 
ce. 
“ It 
also was 
designed 
to 
provide an assessm ent of the 
strengths and 
lim itations 
of 
existing services.” 
M iss M. seem s at first to be 
your typical hippie —shunning 
m aterialism 
of 
the 
larger 
society for a happy, sim pler 
life. Not so. 
R esearchers found M iss M. 
has 
had 
both 
suicidal 
and 
hom icidal urges, even toward 
her offspring. She also has a 
low 
opinion 
of 
herself 
and 
expects people to reject her. 
Som e of these problem s have 
been known to agencies trying 
to help her since she w as an 
adolescent. From the age of 15 
she has had counseling 
and 
therapy.

continues in a like sad them e: 
In trying to find love, she has 
borne three illegitim ate chil­ 
dren,

hippie

It is from the multi-problem 
fam ilies that come m any of the 
juvenile delinquents. Case histo­ 
ries show many prison inm ates 
com e 
from 
problem-plagued 
fam ilies. 


The multi-problem 
plagued 
fam ily was first identified a 
quarter of a century ago. Some 
help has been expanded for 
such 
families but 
much 
re­ 
m ains to be done. 


“ At the National Institute of 
M ental Health we are keenly 
aw are of the need for com pre­ 
hensive and integrated services

problem s,” says Dr. Brown.

NEW YORK (UPI) — It just 
isn’t true that everything one 
likes is either illegal, immoral 
or fattening. Expensive, maybe, 
bul -"any popular foods such as 
strawberries r-^d asparagus are 
low in calories. And they are 
more 
nutritious 
than 
les* 
admired 
varieties 
such 
as 
eggplant and beets. 
A cup of strawberries, for 
instance, 
contains 
only 
55 
calories and as much iron as 
one extra large egg; the berries 
are also an excellent source of 
vitamin C (90 milligrams per 
cup), 
compared 
with 
110 
calories and 112 milligrams of 
vitamin C for the same amount 
of frozen reconstituted orange 
juice. 
While a cup of cooked diced 
beets contains only 60 calories, 
its 
nutrient 
content 
is 
not 
particularly impressive. 
And 
eggplant’s vitamin and mineral 
content 
is 
negligible, 
not 
surprising in a vegetable that is 
four per cent carbohydrate and 
95 per cent water. 
These and similarly useful 
facts about food, beverages and 
eating habits are from “Let’s 
Talk About Food,” an Ameri 
can Medical Association book 
based on a monthly column in 
the AMA m agazine, T oday’s 
Health. 
In the book, editors Philip L. 
White and Nancy Selvey expose 
some long-standing myths and 
misconceptions. The questions 
in general came from readers; 
the answers, from Ms. Selvey 
and other nutritionists in the 
AMA’s Department of Food and 
Nutrition, of which White is 
director. 
Asparagus is known to dieters 
largely as a low-calorie vegeta­ 
ble —35 per cup of cooked, cut 
spears. Just three spears of 
green asparagus also contain 
one milligram of iron and IO 
times the vitamin A of white 
asparagus and are 
rich 
in 
vitamin C. Both green and 
white have small amounts of 


many other nutrients. 
Many people assume fresh 
vegetables have greater nutri­ 
tional value than high-quality 
canned or frozen ones. 
Not necessarily. 
“Slow-cooking methods used 
frequently 
by 
homemakers 
often destroy as many vitamins 
as are lost during the industrial 
canning 
process,” 
says 
the 
book. “Fresh vegetables which 
have been poorly stored at the 
market 
also 
may 
be 
less 
nutritious than those freshly 
picked from a home garden. 
But 
even 
when 
there 
is 
significant 
loss 
of 
nutritive 
value 
in 
vegetables 
during 
home or industrial processing, 
the loss is more significant to 
the 
vegetable 
than 
to 
the 
consum er, the nutritionists 
said. As much as IO to 20 per 
cent 
nutrient 
loss 
is 
not 
necessarily 
important, 
they 
added, if the food still contains 
very good amounts. 
Pizza has a public reputation 
as snack food of questionable 
nutritional value. But prepared 
properly, with lots of meat or 
sausage, cheese and tomatoes, 
it is a good source of protein 
and calcium, and also contains 
iron, vitamins A and C and the 
B complex, said the nutri­ 
tionists. 
Head (iceberg) lettuce proba­ 
bly 
is 
the 
most 
widely 
consumed salad green in the 
country, yet Cos (romaine) far 
outstrips it in vitamin content. 
Cos contains about eight times 
as much vitamin A and nearly 
five times as much vitamin C. 
The outer leaves of this oval­ 
shaped lettuce are heavy and 
somewhat coarse, with a sweet 
flavor. The crisp, tender, inner 
leaves are golden yellow. 
Mushrooms 
are 
regarded 
mainly as decorative foods, but 
in sufficiently large amounts 
they, too, are a good source of 
niacin and iron. 
Let’s Talk About Food” is

Grain Storage Now 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
[Farmers who got caught by 
early 
frost, 
wet corn, 
late 
[harvest and insufficient dryer 
and storage facilities should 
make plans now to tool up for 
1975, suggest Purdue University 
e x t e n s i o n 
a a g r i c u l t u r a l 
engineers. 
O wnership costs on most 
drying 
equipm ent 
can 
be 
figured at 17 per cent a year, say 
the engineers. 
This includes depreciation at 
IO per cent; interest on initial 
investment at five per cent; 


repairs, maintenance, taxes and 
insurance at two per cent. 
Thus, if you are considering a 
drying equipment investment of 
$6,000, annual fixed costs would 
be $1,020 ($6,000 x 17 per cent). 
If the unit was used to dry 20,000 
bushels a year, the annual fixed 
cost would be $1,020 divided by 
20,000—roughly five cents a 
bushel. Combining fuel costs of 
five cents a bushel and fan 
operating costs at one-half cent 
a bushel, the engineers estimate 
10.5 cents a bushel drying cost, 
exclusive of labor.

Trees enjoy something close to 
sacred cowship in this country. 
Poet Joyce Kilmer ranked 
them ahead of versification. 
Poet 
George 
Pope 
Morris 
admonished woodmen to spare 
them. The one that grew in 
Brooklyn made the best-seller 
list. 
To be told, all of a sudden, 
that trees contribute to air 
pollution is like being told that 
Snow White had halitosis. 
The tendency is to close our 
ears to such talk, as environ­ 
mentalists did 
at a 
recent 
hearing on auto exhaust emis­ 
sion standards. 
When 
a 
Chrysler 
Corp. 
executive pointed out that trees 
and 
grass 
also 
give 
off 
pollutants 
in 
the 
form 
of 
hydrocarbons, it was sacrilege 
in the first degree. 


“A red herring,” cried one 
environmentalist, 
metaphors 
awry. (The old fish-in-the-tree 
trick.) 


‘You don’t drive your lawns 
downtown in large concentra­ 
tions,” another testily observed. 


Such reaction 
was under­ 
standable considering the rev­ 
erence in which trees are held. 
But one wonders whether it was 
not a bit shortsighted. 


What does it gain us merely 
to be affronted by the Chrysler 
biggie’s put-down of our leafy 
friends? 


Even the environmentalists 
concede that trees, lawns and 
other flora 
do produce hy­ 
drocarbons. 
(“That accounts 
for the way pine trees smell,” 
one said.) 


And 
while 
the 
pollutive 
impact may not be “terribly 
bad,” as someone pointed out, 
that is no reason to ignore it. 


A more prudent course would 
be to remove the tree from its 
pedestal and have the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency es­ 
tablish 
vegetation 
emission 
standards. 
As the first step, anyone 


planting 
a 
tree 
would 
be 
required to file an environmen­ 
tal impact statement. 
It should be fairly simple for 
botanists to develop an under­ 
limb 
anti-hydrocarbonation 
spray. If used as directed, you 
could deodorize your pine trees 
for up to seven days with one 
application. 
Some 
tree 
growers 
will 
object, of course, vowing that 
they like the smell of pine. 
Such resistance can easily be 
overcome. 
There 
is 
already 
on 
the 
m arket a number of aromatic 
sprays, including some that 
smell like pine. So it should be 
no problem to put out a pine- 
scented underlimb spray, thus 
replacing artificially the natu­ 
ral odor that would be lost 
through 
anti-hydrocarbonatio- 
n. 
If you happen to be growing 
oaks, 
the 
spray 
might 
be 
somewhat incongruous. But a 
pine-scented oak tree is a small 
price to pay for cleaner air.
